Mormon history finds

Journal of Mormon History 
offers readers 72 pages of solid 
print and membership in the 
Mormon History Association for 
$4. The offer may not arouse the 
student who looks at $4 and sees 
a steak or a date, but it should 
interest students of church 
history. 

One warning—those who pick 
up this new publication should 
possess teeth, for entries have not 
been pureed into pabulum but are 
pithy and require some chewing. 
And so, the reader must decide 
what to swallow and what to spit 
out. 

One essay worth chewing on is 
the cover story by Jan Shipps, 
“The Prophet Puzzle: Suggestions 
Leading Toward a More 
Comprehensive Interpretation of 
VOSepMe sommithe. Shipp see ean 
assistant professor of history and 
religious studies at Indiana 
University-Purdue University, 
attempts in this essay to fit the 
pieces of the Joseph Smith puzzle 
together. Shipps sees the prophet 


as a complex personality, yet one 
that historians must understand to 
understand Mormonism: 
‘‘Historians are now generally 
agreed that the prophet’s 
influence was the decisive factor 
in almost every phase of the 
construction of the Mormon 
Kingdom; thus, the mystery of 
Mormonism cannot be solved 
until we solve the mystery of 
Joseph Smith.” 

Shipps offers historians four 
hints to solving the Smith 
Mmysteny: Cl) cope with 
contradictory accounts; (2) 
consider the prophet in the 
context of the social, political, 
economic, and theological setting 
from which he came; (3) utilize 
the information and insight found 
in the Mormon canon; and (4) 
approach the entire project with 
an open mind, a generous spirit, 
and a determination to follow the 
evidence. 

Only by following such 
suggestions, maintains Shipps, can 
the historian arrive at “‘a picture 
of the prophet and an account of 
the foundations of the Mormon 
faith which will be convincing to 
both tough minds and tender 
minds.” 

Shipps then attempts to follow 
his own advice in outlining 
parameters of prophet research. 
More often than not, the writing 
ig Clear, Seeme, alma 
painstakingly objective. it isa 
synopsis of the milieu surrounding 
the first vision and the appearance 
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Assistant Photo Editor Paul 
PiCECMGr takes Innis work 
seriously—too seriously, according 
to his girl friends who too often 
find him studying photographs in 
lieu of attending to them. 

Fletcher finds challenge in 
photography. “‘My challenge,” he 
relates, “‘is to build a story with 
photos, to construct a theme.” 
And the challenge changes with 
each assignment. The cover story, 
for example, made Fletcher first 
study the moves of the skier “to 
get a mental image of the shots I 
wanted and then to anticipate 
them’ Fletcher claims that when 
this is done well, the shutter is 
clicked almost automatically. 
“Pm constantly amazed,” he says, 
“at the speed of the brain-eye 
coordination.” 

Fletcher first warms up to’ an 
assignment by blocking out 
everything else and concentrating 
on the subject. To freeze the 
action, he used an extremely fast 
shutter speed, 1/2000, and a 
Nikon Photomic F2 camera with a 
300 mm telephoto lens. He had 
problems keeping the lens dry and 
the shot in focus. “The vibrations

of the Book of Mormon. 
“Historians are reconsidering the 
Book of Mormon,” says Shipps. 
“It’s now clear that scholars are 
mistaken in accepting Twain’s 
assessment of the book as 
“chloroform in print: and 
Cradlebaugh’s description of the 
book as ‘a conglomeration of illy 
cemented creeds from other 
religions.’ ” Shipps concludes that 
whatever its source, the Book of 
Mormon occupies a position of 
major importance in both the 
religious and intellectual history 
of the United States. 

Also of interest is Shipps’ 
integrated chronology of the 
prophet’s activities between 1820 
and 1830 and the insistance that 
it “Makes more sense than the 
charlatan-true prophet dichotomy 
which has plagued Mormon 
history from the beginning.” 


Near the end of the essay, 
Shipps admits, “I am not an 
expert of Joseph Smith, but I do 
KMOW thar NG was am 
extraordinarily talented 
individual—a genius beyond 
question.’ Shipps regrets that the 
picture of the prophet is anything 
but harmonious. “‘because Joseph 
himself had difficulty integrating 
the many facets of his complex 
career. 


If nothing else, the Journal of 
Mormon History should lead its 
readers to an increased awareness 
of the spectrum of thought in the 
area of church history.

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Winning Cougars

Cougar quarterback Gary 
Sheide continued his assault on 
the WAC opposition as he 
completed 27 of 40 passes for 388 
yards and five touchdowns, to 
lead the red-hot Cougars past the 
slumping UTEP Miners by a score 
of 45-21 Saturday. 


The Cats spotted the Miners a 
go-ahead touchdown on the first 
play from scrimmage as UTEP 
quarterback Bobby McKinley 
scooted the left end for a 64 yard 
touchdown romp. BYU came 
right back with Sheide-hitting his 
receivers for three first quarter 
scores. Freshman split-end Jeff 
Nilsson caught two while 
tight-end Kirk Tanner picked up 
the other. 


In the second quarter, the Cats 
and the Miners traded a pair of 
touchdowns. Sheide passed for 
ie inv IBYAY Geores, ie tO 
Nilsson and then to tail-back Jeff 
Blanc. 


It was a sparkling afternoon for 
Nilsson as he handled nine passes 
tor 7G wards amg  wnree 
touchdowns to take up a lot of 
the slack casued by the absence of 
the injured Jay Miller, who is out 
for the remainder of the year. 


The five touchdown passes 
thrown by Sheide is one less than 
the record he currently shares 
with the departed Danny White of 
Arizona State. 


Jeff Blanc turned in another 
fine all-around performance in 
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carrying the pigskin 22 times for 
89 yards and receiving nine strikes 
for 90 yards and a touchdown. 


Both teams rolled up 502 yards 
total offense in the wild first half 
with the Cats picking up 291 
yards of that total. The score at 
the half was 35-21 for BYU. 


The highly-routed Cougar 
diefense ss NOs i imyethe: WAG 
tightened up in the second half 
and held the Miners scoreless and 
to 121 yards total offense. Strong 
safety Gary Shaw made six 
unassisted tackles and helped on 
seven others to lead the Cats in 
that department. 


Miner Quarterback McKinley 
rushed for 103 yards on 15 carries

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being his most preferred. The 
male figure, he feels, is especially 
asymbol of beauty. 

“T enjoy, and find ideal, the 
rough and smooth, the 
sophisticated and uncouth, the 
aristocratic and peasant and try to 
marry the dichotomies with the 
form,” he said. Through his work 
Southey recurringly interprets the 
states of man’s earthly life. 


Work spans all mediums 

Southey’s works span most all 
mediums from watercolors and 
oils, through sculpture, although 
he admits drawing and painting 
are his most favored disciplines. 

Born in Gatooma, Rhodesia, 
Africa, in 1940, he was disabled at 
an early age by rheumatic fever 
and developed an interest in art as 
a result of his inactivity. He later 
dropped out of high school and 
enrolled in the Brighton College 
of Art, Brighton-Sussex, England. 

In the early 1960s he observed a 
group of performers while 
attending technical college in 
South Africa. Interested and 
impressed by the performers, he 
expressed a desire to meet them 
to a near total stranger who 
mentioned that a meeting could 
be arranged. 

The performers were a group of 
traveling missionaries for the LDS 
Church and) the stranger, a 
member of the Church. Southey 
joined the Church and later served 
a mission in South Africa. 

“It took. me quite awhile to 
recover from non-production on 


my mission, but it solidified my 
religiously related work,” says 
Southey. 

After his mission, he free-lanced 
and taught high school in Africa, 
in years termed “sporadic” by 
Southey. 

In 1965 he came to the United 
States. and BYU where he was 


graduated in art and design in 
1969.

Newcomers to the community, 
who had grown weary of hectic 
city lives and sought refuge in the 
seclusion of skanke Citys swere 
among the leaders in speaking out 
ABHIMSt ““UmMeOMiroliied 
development.” 

One of the most prominent is 
Park City’s present mayor, John 
Price, a young man in his thirties 
who abandoned his successful surf 
board business in California to 
move to the mountains. “In many 
ways the development of the 
resort has caused the city’s way of 
life to deteriorate,” he said. “Five 
years ago the taxes on a typical 
house ranged from $25 to $50. 
Now it’s at least three to six times 
that much.” 


Impersonality on increase 


Impersonality: is another 
product of expansion that bothers 
Mayor Price. “I left Los Angeles 
to escape the impersonality that 
exists there, and now, because of 
people like me,” he laughed, “‘it is 
growing here.” 

The city itself is also suffering 
from the sudden population surge. 
hte neleshiass been as, tamtastic 
increase in crime,” the Mayor 
admitted, “‘But it is all petty stuff, 
nothing major. J can’t think of 
any violent crimes that have 
occurred since I have been here. 
It’s all nuisance stuff. Butch 
Cassidy was probably the last 
major criminal we had in this 
town.” 

The Mayor also admitted that 
the city is simply worn out. “It’s 
like a 1932 auto,” he explained. 
“Every part is worn out.” He 
stated that Park City is now in the 
first year of a three to five year 
renovation program. 

Long-time resident and Park 
City businessman Ken Webb, an 
inhabitant since 1946 also voiced 
opposition to the growth of his 
community. “I don’t like what 
they (resort people) are doing,” 


he said. “So many high priced 
homes are being built that the 
average person can’t afford to live 
here. He feels that the resort 
should build fewer $60,000 
homes because he feels more 
housing is needed for the. man 
with the average income. 

The cost of renting or buying a 
home is perhaps the greatest 
problem now facing present or 
prospective Park City residents. 
Property value has skyrocketed 
and Webb is included in the group 
of property owners who could 
benefit from the situation. In 
1953 he paid $900 for the Main 
Street property on which he lives 
and operates his photo supply 
business. In 1972 he was offered 
$50,000 for the property and “it 
is definitely worth more now,” he 
Saide awl tieune le couldmselilmitton 
about $125,000 if I wanted to, 
but I don’t want to sell.” 

Mayor Price confirms the 
problem. “‘Rent is the killer,’. he 
explained. ‘‘Any family-type 
house is going to cost at least 
$200 a month and the average 
person can’t. afford to pay that 
much.” 


Officials admit mistakes 


Officials of the Greater Park 
City Company also admit to 
making mistakes in their 
expansion program. “There is no 
question but that the rapidity of 
our development was shocking to 
many people,” explained Dale 
Zabriskie, GPCC director of 
Governmental and Public Affairs. 
“The town was real quiet for a 
long time and it just wasn’t ready 
for rapid development.” 

Despite the negative remarks 
issued, not +a single person 
interviewed was completely 
dissatisfied with the growing 
resort. “In reality | am not against 
the resort,’ emphasized. Mayor 
Price. “The town would have died 
without it. People were moving 
away until the resort moved in. 
Most people are complaining 
about the resort growing. They 
were glad to see it built but they 
don’t like to see it grow. This 
nesonu Nase been foods in the 
treatment of the town,” he added, 
“almost charitable. Colorado has 
had worse experiences than we 
have.” 


The Mayor, a ski enthusiast, 


also pointed out that five years 


ago there were just two chair lifts, 
two rope tows and one gondola. 
Now there are seven double chair 
lifts and one triple chair lift along 
with the gondola. 

A significant, though subtle 
benefit of the resort is noticed in 
the town’s educational system. 
The gorwth of the community has 
added more than just children to 
the school system. ““‘We have the 
most unique school eystem in the 
state,’ exclaimed John Elwell, 
principal of Marsac Elementary 
School. “‘We have Europeans, 
affluent children, less affluent 
children, children of all extremes 
attending our schools. It’s really a 
cosmopolitan area.” 

Elwell explained that the new 
upper-income people who have 
recently settled in Park City relate 


their own success to _ their 
education and they want their 
Clallam tO Inanjvwe tne Same 
advantages. “There is always 


pressure on the school system to 
@eliyer that smecess, ° Ine 
explained. = ithe Ranke City, 
elementary school has one of the 
highest achievement. rates in the 
state. We definitely don’t have the 
typical rural student. We have 
children whose parents are artists 
and engineers and those people 
want good educations for their 
children.”’ 


Progress has supporters 


Another long-time Park City 
resident who supports the growth 
Oi Wis! COmmUmity. as steve 
Stevens, owner of the Claim 
Jumper, an extremely popular 
Mian Street restaurant and hotel. 
“I wouldn’t be here if business 
wasn’t good and didn’t promise to 
cet = Deticn «ales exclammede: alm 
fact,” he added, “I don’t see how 
anyone can complain.” There is a 
mutual dependancy between the 
resort and the Main Street 
business area, said Stevens. “I 
don’t know anyone up.and down 
the street that could survive 
without the resort, but the resort 
also needs the town to make it 
something more than just another 
ski hill.” 

Greater Park City’s economic 
contributions to the town are 
numerous. In 1971 there were 60 
to 70 full-time jobs available at 
the resort. Yoday there are 
AO MirOx limahely BGO. 
Approximately 60 percent of the

resort’s full-time staff members 
live in Park City and spend their 
money in town. 

The resort has also loaned 
construction equipment to the 
city, free of charge, to assist in 
building projects, plus the resort is 
now building a new source of 
water at Theriot Springs. The 
reservoir will hold 500,000 gallons 
of water and will also include a 
two pump station that will tie in 
with the city’s other water source. 
The cost will reach $600,000, all 
of which will come from the 
resort. 

In exchange for the new supply, 
the resort will receive a certain 
number of water connections to 
the system. The resort will 
continue to pay for the water it 
uses. 

The resort will also sell enough

land to the school district so that 
a new high school can be built. 
The cost of the land, at a sight 
already designated, will be $2,000 
per acre. Land across the road 
from the school sight is selling for 
$14,000 per acre. 

The problems created by the 
growth of the resort are obvious, 
just as are the benefits brought to 
the city.” Change, expecially 
sudden change, is always difficult 
to tolerate, especially for those 
who have spent a lifetime existing 
with little change.

The new semaphore at the Four 
Season intersection signals the 
city’s mutation from small 
MOtmnon-. settlement to 
cosmopolitan convention center. 
But conversion is still a question. 
Two full-time missionaries seek 


converts from the inflow of 
Pactimiat won te tinees “and 
recreationalists, while new 


residents, in turn, seek to liberate 
the town. The question, then, is 
who will convert whom? 

Central to this question is the 
St. George Temple. Named in 
honor of Latter-day Saint George 
A. Smith, the sacred edifice was 
constructed at a cost of $800,000 
and great sacrifice by a scant 
Cotton Mission crew of about 200 
men. It is now being gutted, 
remodeled, and added upon at a 
cost of $4 million by the Tolboe 
Construction Co., builders of the 
Marriott Center. 

Thus, the temple symbolizes the 
growing city. And some of the old 
timers are disturbed at the state of 
affairs. Long-time temple engineer 
Earl Lister views the construction 
as a desecration. He hovers over 
the site, covering chandeliers and 
urging workmen to clean up after 
themselves. Although efforts are 
being made to retain the original 
fixtures and pioneer flavor, the 
Onset Gin &. CONMGeT DO 1S 
utilitarian—the greatest use 
determines the greatest good. 
Andrew McArthur, councilor in 
the temple presidency, expects to 
go from 35 to 85 sessions per 
week once construction is 
complete. He radiates the same 
Scms ce Of unesency that 
charactérized the original 
construction. 


Vision marked site 

inemot. George temple is 
evidence of the expansive vision 
of Brigham Young. The exact site 
of the temple was outlined by 
President Young, and when 
workers wanted to move the 
foundation line 12 feet to avoid a 
spring of water and boggy ground, 
he replied, ““We will make a 
foundation here and will not 
move it—this spot was dedicated 
by the Nephites; they could not 
build the temple, but we can and 
will build it for them.” And so, 
the workers labored for more than 
a year, from November, 1871, to 
March, 1873, pounding lava rock 
into the bog with an old French 
cannon filled with lead. 

“Where there is no vision, the 
people parish,’ says a Proverb. 
But the people of St. George came 
close to perishing even with the 
vision of Brigham Young. Flood 
problems and crop failures made 
for hard times. Pioneer resident 
Charles L. Walker wrote of the 
harsh conditions in a verse: ““The 
sun it is scorching hot, it makes 


the water siz, Sir, and the reason 
why it is so hot is just because it 
is, Sir; the wind like fury here 
does blow, that when we plant or 
sow, Sir, we place one foot upon 
the seed and hold it till it grows, 
Sines 


Sacrifice was real 

Sacrifice was the real cost of the 
St. George Temple. There were a 
number of widows whose 
husbands had literally worked 
themselves to death. In order to 
seal the temple project to Salt 
Lake Saints, George A. Smith 
stressed the mild winter climate. 


However, many of his recruits, 
after tasting the tough life, 
abandoned the project. Pres. John 
Taylor said of the building of the 
temple: ‘‘It required all the 
perseverance, energy, intelligence, 
and. fatth: of the people. to 
accomplish.’ And he further said 
in retrospect: “God inspired Pres. 
Young to build a Temple here (in 
St. George) because of the fidelity 
and self-abnegation of the 
people.” 

The temple was nearly 
completed on Jan. 1, 1877, less 
than six years after its conception,

if the culture does not relate to 
the= lesson. He stells:of, this 
example: A lesson on drug abuse 
for young people was recently 
sent to Japan. Within weeks after 
it had been circulated complaint 
letters began to come back to Salt 
Lake City. The letters declared 
that there was no drug problem in 
Japan with that age group. As a 
result the young Japanese 
Mormons were getting ideas they 
had never thought of before and 
were beginning to believe that 
medical drugs should not be used. 
The lesson had to be rewritten to 
adapt to the Japanese audience. 

BYU is currently working on a 
cultural data bank using 
computers to assist Church writers 
and translators in adapting their 
work to the cultural differences of 
Church members throughout the 
world. 


Actual translation done overseas 

After a text goes through 
adaptation it is then sent to a 
Church translator. Translators are 
located throughout the world and 
most translation is done overseas. 

“We feel you lose the language 
rapidly after returning from a 
foreign country,” says Justus 
Ernst, manager of special projects 
for the department. He explains 
that living out of the country for 
five years is enough time away 
from the language to lose so much 
of the spoken dialect that 
efficient translation cannot take 
place. 


Translation is a slow painstaking 
process which -must be done by 
hand. To avoid a different 
meaning resulting in translation it 
must be done concept by concept 
rather than word for word. 
Alleman tells of one lesson in 
which a virtuous woman was 
compared to a ruby. The lesson 
talked of the characteristics of the 
fiery red ruby. In some dialects 
there is no word for ruby. 
Therefore, the word diamond 
would be used, throwing off the 
rest of the text.

After translation is completed, 
the text is sent to the closest of 
Oi CO wings Clrineeing 116 
distribution centers where the test 
is printed and distributed to the 
Saints.

There are distribution 
centers in The Phillipines, Taiwan, 
South Korea, China, Japan, 
Tonga, Samoa, Tahiti, Argentina, 
Brazil, Mexico, Denmark, 
Germany, New Zealand, England, 
and Salt Lake City. 


Conference translated instantly 

The phone rings again. Alleman 
AMOEWVIE?S, “ING IPinl Soimeny, 
conference won't be translated 
IME Pergidil TniS ieme.” 
Conference translation is another 
major task of the department. 
Every year the department 
responsible for translating the 
talks of the General Authorities 
into at least 12 languages to be 
heard in the tabernacle and 
broadcast around the world by 
radio. 

In the tabernacle, up to 240 
IiBQEemoerk CAin Moar Hie 
interpretation of the talks in their 
own language with the use of 
headphone jacks and dials. The 
translators sit in boothes beneath 
the tabernacle and translate as the 
speech is given. Conference is also 
broadcast into’ the Salt Palace in 
Spanish and German. 

Teruo Urabe, who is reading an 
English text of a conference talk 
and then marking down tiny 
Japanese configurations is typical 
of the battery of translators who 
help in this task twice a year. 
After attending college in Japan 
and Majoring in English, Urabe 
came to BYU six years ago. He 
was graduated and soon began 
working for the Church \as a 
translator in Salt Lake City. He 
points out Japanese and American 
Cultures sate saveny ditfierent.« 
especially in their dating and 
affection patterns. In Japan, very 
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members begin .dating at a 
different age. Changes must be 
MACE ti ENG MGSSOMS 1O 
accommodate this difference. 
Another example Urabe said is 
teenagers do not drive in Japan so 
American lessons about someone 
picking up his date in a car would 
make no sense in Japan. 

Mrs. Eonia G.P.C. Kelson, is a 
translator from Brazil, who works 
on Portuguese translations of 
movies for the Church. She 
explains that when a movie is 
translated into Portuguese words 
the most difficult part is lipsink, 
or, coordinating Portuguese words 
into the time lapse given and 
making it look as if the characters 
are actually speaking Portuguese. 
As many as 15 people are used to 
do a new soundtrack for a movie. 
She says there is a problem in 
doing little boy’s voices whereas 
the women can adapt to any age. 
They have tried using little boys, 
but the boys who are available

thus making it the first temple to 
be completed by the Saints in the 
West. On that New Year’s day, 
President Young, in poor health, 
presided at the initial dedicatory 
ceremonies. In his address to the 
people in the temple that day, he 
said, “We. are enjoying a privilege 
that no other people have enjoyed 
since the days of Adam, that is, to 
have a temple completed wherein 
all the ordinances of the house of 
God can be bestowed upon his 
people.” He further said that if 
the Saints were totally awake to 
the privilege, they would crowd 
the temple from Monday morning 
to Saturday night, adding that the 
temple was purposely built where 
it is warm and pleasant in the 
winter time. 

Also, during his speech, Pres. 
Young said, “I see men before me 
that have no right to be here; they 
are as corrupt in their hearts as 
they can be... lots of you will go 
to hell unless you repent and sin 
no more.. Reportedly, Pres. 
Young then ordered two men to 
leave and when no one left, he 
brought his cane down upon the 
altar, causing sparks to fly from 
the wood. Two men then left,

No ‘undedication,’ 
says engineer 

Engineer Lister’s complaint is 
that so little else remains in tack 
in the temple. He reports that 
some items have disappeared and 
that workers are making a mess of 
what does remain. “There was 
never an ‘undedication’ of this 
temple,’ says Lister. “It is still the 
House of the Lord and I hate to 
see it in such a mess.”” 

Inspector Roy Hanson likes to 
have Lister around because “he 
knows every square inch of the 
temple.” But Hanson defends his 
crew’s integrity: “It’s a common 
construction agreement that the 
company gets what materials are 
left over on the job.” He also 
points out the faith of his men: 
“When we got the new fiberglass 
baptismal font from Salt Lake, we 
couldn’t get the thing to fit; so, 
we knelt in prayer and afterward 
the font slipped into place.” 

Both Hanson and foreman 
Jensen exhibit a deep respect for 
the pioneer craft work. Jensen 
points with pride to the ingenious 
methods of construction and use

unique ventilation system that 
kept the temple below 80 degrees 
even on the hottest summer 
afternoons. But workers are 
lowering the ceilings four feet to 
install modern air conditioning 
and the fire-preventive sprinkling 
system required by law. Both are 
good ideas. More people in the 
temple would otherwise mean 
stuffy air, and lightning has 
already singed the temple tower. 


Expectations high 

Nevertheless, Lister laments 
change, especially in the 
presentation of the endowment: 
“If people dose during a live 
presentation, they’ll be fast asleep 
during a film presentation.”

Temple work cxpectations have 
always been high in St. George. It 
was here in Sept., 1877, that 
Wilford Woodruff, then president 
of the St. George Temple, related 
the following experience: ‘‘In the 
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Independence gathered around me 
and for two consecutive days and 
nights demanded at my hands that 
I go forth and attend to the 
ordinances of the house of God 
for them. The men who laid the 
foundation of .this American 
government were the best spirits 
God could find on the face of the 
earth. I straightaway went into 
the baptismal font and called 
upon Brother McAllister to 
baptize me for the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence and 
fifty other eminent men; I then 
baptized him for every President 
of the United States except three 
(Martin Van Buren, James 
Buchannan, and Ulysses S. Grant, 
who were still living at the time).” 

The Saints of St. George have 
proven themselves equal to the 
challenge of first building and 
then utilizing the temple. The 
expectation of personal sacrifice 
has been met. Temple sealer David 
Edwards reports that following 
the completion of the temple, 
many young Salt Lake couples 
would make the two-to-three 
week journey to St. George to be 
married for time and eternity. 
“Often these couples would have 
to travel alone,” says Edwards, 
“and that really put them on their 
honor.” Edwards prides himself in 
being part of the St. George “jet 
set.” He and his “sweetheart” 
were flying to Washington, D.C.,

impression of a father angry, yet 
forgiving and tender towards his 
son. Like a lifting up from his 
fallen state to that of repentance. 
This signifying the relationship 
between God and man.” 

The third panel depicts the 
exhortation of the son to his 
father, in realization of his sins. 
The figure’s expression is one of 
searching as he rears back, 
heavenward. j 

“In this P’ve tried to convey the 
stress and anguish of the son’s 
situation, yet retain the exaltation 
of repentant man.”’ 

Southey ‘expresses the 
underlying theme of the piece as 
“Jesus Christ and God the Father 
and the probing of the experience 
of rebirth and repentance.” 

Although the painting was 
originally conceived with nude 
figures, Southey has used 
geometrical forms as a covering. 

Not completely satisfied with 
the result, Southey nevertheless

"says, “Let me emphas t 
asked to do anything with the 
painting. I covered those 
potentially offensive parts more as 
a favor, to help others avoid later 
problems or embarrassment.” 


Working on centennial projects 

Presently, Southey is developing 
ideas for the BYU centennial 
celebrations. “I’ve been working 
on two concepts for the 
centennial, one a sculpture, the 
other a painting. The themes will 
have to do with the resurrection 
of men and the plan of salvation.” 

A committee of art faculty and 
administrators review the 
submissions, he explained, and 
after administrative channels 
decide the work meets subjective 
criterion, then money for the 
completion of the work is 
solicited from donors. “Quite 
difficult,” says Southey. 

Although the subject of the 
painting is uncertain, the 
sculpture will consist of six or 
seven life-size figures depicting the 
resurrection of individual souls. 

The sculpture is now in 
miniature form and Southey says 
he will complete the work

regardless of whether or not he 
gets the commission which could 
be “an expensive proposition.” 


For now, Trevor Southey is 
content with his position. Living 
in Alpine with his family, 50 
trees, a gaggle of wildlife and a 
brook, he derives inspiration and 
support. 


As for significant artists who 
have influenced his work, Southey 
says, “There are several that I 
think were influential favorites. 
Vermeer, Rembrandt, William 
Bakes an'de-of- c.o-urs.e 
Michaelangelo; Rodin in 
sculpture. 


““Currently I have more 
universal, contemporary interests; 
I'm to the point where I can enjoy 
most all art. Figurative artists, 
dealing in modern idioms, more 
than others, are my favorites.” 


Southey finds the art and design 
department well qualified. 


“T think it has an ambitiousness 
and determination-to-make- 
it-better quality to it. I like that. 
However, I sometimes feel that we 
as faculty don’t take our work 
seriously enough,” he says. 


Most of all Southey finds, “the 
student-teacher relationships the 
most gratifying.”” Obviously the 
students feel the same about him, 
judging from the letters he 
receives concerning his works. 


Summarily, Southey introspects 
and in a trace of a British accent 
reveals, “I confess that my work is 
a great hodge-podge of my 
psychological being, but I do not 
apologize for this. I also believe 
that it fills needs in many others 
as well.”
